ESTIMATED 5,000 FARMS 
NORTH OF SASKATCHEWAN 


Splendid Crops in North and 
Central Portions, but Partial 
Failure in South, 


Hon, Charles Stewart, Minister of 
Public Works, returned to the city this 
morning after a motor car trip through 
the Beaver River constituency in com- 
pany with Hon. Wilfrid Gariepy, Min- 
ister of Municipalities, who represents 
Beaver River in the legislature. Both 
Mr, Stewart and Mr, Gariepy were pre- 
jsent at a liberal picnic of the farmers 
in the Brosseau district, held at Island 
Lake on Tuesday. There was a large 
attendance and the Nberal party in the 
district seems to be united and very 
enthuslastic. On their way back the 
ministers called at St. Paul de Metis 
and took part In the annual St. Jean 
Baptiste celebrations, which were at- 
tended by some 1,500 people at St. Paul 
yesterday. 

Large Community Farmers. 

Mr. Stewart states that the settlers 
in the country through which he tra- 
velled, north-east of Edmonton, are 
apparently doing well. They have good 
crops this year and are going in strong- 
ly for mixed farming. It is estimated, 
sald Mr. Stewart, that there are now 
{5,000 farmers In this territory north of 
the Saskatchewan river. In the Sedge- 
wick constituency the crops could 
scarcely be better. The wheat fs head- 
ed out and there is a fine stand of It. 
| The barley is coming along splendidly, 
land Mr. Stewart expects to see the far- 
lyieiss cutting by the first or second | 
week in August. 

Hon. A. J. McLean, provincial secre- 
tary, came in from the south this morn- 
ing. Mr. MeLean regretted that the 
news in regard to the crop conditions 
in the south of the province was not 
; good, The drought has been severely | 
felt in the Taber and Medicine Hat dis- 
tricts. Pincher Creek is an exception, 
‘and the crops in that district were look- 
ing fine. The district of Fishburn, to 
the south-east of Pincher Creek, where 
the crops were also good, have suffer- 
ed from violent hailstorm, Mr. Mc- 
Lean, speaking over the ‘phone to 
Pincher Creek this morning, learned 
that 200 acres of crop belonging to him- 
self, in the Fishburn district, Is totally 
destroyed. Only a few of the farmers 
affected had their crops insured. 

Oliver Blue, of the Seed and Weed 
branch of the department of agricul- 
ture, reports after a trip through the 
province, that the crops in the north 
and central portions are excellent, but 
in the south there will only be half a 
crop.

and stretching back three miles and 
has already let a contract to drill this 


summer, 
A company 1s being formed to be 
called the Paramount Athabasca Oil 


and Gas Properties, Limited, for which 
a charter is being Issued, with a capl- 
tal of $1,000,000 to develop the hold- 
ings. 

Mr. Hall, though rather reticent as 
to the location of the syndicate’s hold- 
ings and the personnel of its men, was 


very enthusiastic with regard to the 
north country as a prospective oll 
field. 

Gas is Plentifui 


L. J, Raby, “the youngest old pion- 
-eer In Alberta,” who was one of the 
locators of the leases secured bythe 
company, never burned a stick of 
wood or a pound of coal for fuel while 
in the district. He secured all his heat 
and light and cooked his meals with 
gas which oozed forth from ttle holes 
about two feet into the ground. 

Mr. Raby says that it sounds funny, 
but is nevertheless a fact. He has 
been in the country 20 years and ts 
only 29 years of age. He has the ut- 
most confidence in the fields for both 
gas and oil, as have other experts sent 
up by the company. 

From the general tone of Mr. Hall's 
talk it could be fairly inferred that 
the people of the coast have never 
been taken as strongly with the Cal- 
gary fields as with those of the north, 
even when the boom was on at the 
latter. 

Vancouver Interested, 


It was in Vancouver that the great- 
est activity was in the stock of the 
Athabasca Oils, Imited, the ploneer In 
the Northern Athabasca fields, when 
it was announced that a British syn- 
dicate, with Cunningham-Craig and 
Mowbray-Berkeley, had secured a 
controlling interest in it, Vancouver 
people, in fact, were among those at 
first identified with the Athabasca 
Oils 

The surveyed line of the Alberia, 
Peace River and Eastern railway runs 
through the property of the’ Para- 
mount Athabasca Oil and Gas Pro- 
perties’ lands, and it is also belleved 
that the Iine of the Pacific, Peace 
River and Athabasca will pass either 
through them or just across the river 

“I will predict,” stated Mr. Hall, who 
has been keenly observing the trend 
of oil developments since he came here 
“that in about three months the center 
of the oll activity of this province will 
be in Edmonon, and by that I do not 
wish to say that the Calgary fields 
will not prove excellent.

“With the agricultural, oil, mineral 


and other wealth on all four sides of 


Edmonton, this city certainly has a 


/great future before it. No one knows 
what wealth nature has hidden under 
the earth’s crust in this most prolific 
part of the world.

The inquest into the death of George 
Marshall, the engineer who was killed 
on a C.N.R, train Monday night, was 
resumed last night, but owing to the 
conflicting evidence of Hngineer KE. B. 
Joyner of the switch engine to that 
already given Tuesday night by mem- 
bers of the other train crew, and the 
vague idea the jury had of the train 
yards in connection with the case, It 
was deemed advisable by Coroner 
Forin, after but a small portion of 
evidence had been taken, to adjourn 
until tonight at 8 o'clock, in order that 
he, in company with his jury, might 
visit the scene of the wreck and sea 
for themselves the layout of the tracks 
and thus understand more clearly any 
evidence given. The party then pro- 
ceeded to 16th street, and for half an 
hour had explained to them by the 
yard master the facts relating to loca- 
tlon of trains, distances, ete. They 
also viewed the wrecked engine and 
and coal tender, 

The visit to the scene of the acci- 
dent revealed more in a short space 
of time than several hours might have 
In taking evidence, for at least one 
point was clearly visible to all pre- 
sent, and that was that the engine on 
the Morinville train, and the one that 
suffered most damage, was of an old 
type, with huge wooden beams In- 
stead of the steel ones that are in use 
in the more modern engines, and Le- 
cause of this fact was the compact of 
the engines suffictent to break the 
front of No. 1240, and thus indirectly 
cause the death of the deceased, for 
trains going at four miles an hour 
would not, it is believed, have broken 
the front beam had the; been of steel 
instead of wood.
